Petroleum  County 

Located  in  central  Montana,  Petroleum  County  is 
Montana's  least  populated  county  with  5 19  residents, 
according  to  the  1990  Census. 

Winnett,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  109th  largest  city 
with  a  population  of  1 88.  According  to  the  Montana 
Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and  Judy  Jacobson, 
the  county  was  established  in  1925  and  its  name  was  in- 
spired by  petroleum  production.  Petroleum  County  was 
the  last  Montana  county  established.  Winnett  was  named 
for  Walter  John  Winnett,  a  local  cattle  owner,  freighter  and 
store  owner,  according  to  the  authors. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median 
income  for  Petroleum  County  households  in  1989  was 
$  1 9,2 1 9.  The  county  is  1 ,674.0  square  miles  in  area; 
1 ,653.9  square  miles  in  land  area  and  20. 1  in  inland  water 
area. 


County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons. 
The  Montana  Almanac  shows  the  annual  average  precipi- 
tation in  1 995  was  13.52  inches  and  the  length  of  growing 
season  1 19  days.
